Home Fire Hazards 


Nine out of ten homes contain fire and accident 
hazards which could prove disastrous, according to 
officials of the All Canada Insurance Federation. 

Safety experts of the Federation, which represent 
more than 200 fire, automobile and casualty insurance 
companies, said most older houses and many new 
ones were inadequately wired for modem electrical 
appliances. In addition, they warned that the average 
house contains a number of other hazards which may 
lead to fire or accident. They recommended the fol¬ 
lowing precautions: 

^ (1) Have electric wiring checked this fall by 
qualified electricians. 

(2) Leaves should be -raked frequently, and 
burned at a safe distance from houses and garages. 

% (3) When storing summer clothing, remove 

matches from pockets. 

(4) Store inflammable painting and cleaning 
materials in carefully marked safety cans: destroy 
rags or clothing which have been soaked with paint, 
furniture polish or wax. 

(5) Make sure children’s toys are not left lying 
in dangerous places. 

j (6) Clear old newspapers, rubbish and other 
inflammable material from garages, *attics and spare 
rooms. 

(7) Have chimney and heating system checked 
and cleaned. 

(8) Make sure the approach to your house is safe 
for family, visitors and tradesmen.
